THE BORSTAL SYSTEM, 


The reduction in the number of young 
agull prisoners—that is to say, those 
who are belween sixteen and twenty-one 
years of uge--lhas been equally satisfuc- 
tery, numbering in all, nearly 2.000. 
This «is ascribed to the working of the 
Borstal system, which was ° extended 
during the yeur in a modifled form, to 
all prisoners, whereas it had previously 
been din force only with regard to those 
iider sentences of over u year, 

First offenders during the year. who 
huve been sent to prisom feve numbered 
(0.979, against 81,909 during 1905-6. — It 
is sutisfactory in this connection to note 
that there Was also a reduction of nearly 
Siu in the number of prisoners who had 
one previous - conviction against them. 
‘This seems to suggest that th treat.oent 
meted oul to first offenders has resulted 
in fewer returning to gaol.

The French 
government consented to oblige for the 
consideration of £1,000. The prince 
thought this too dear and so applied 
to his brother of Italy.

So the sentence of death was com- 
muted to one of life imprisonment.

net as his own jailer. He grumbled a 
bit at this increase of sentence, but 
complied, His meals used to be sent | 
down to him from one of the hoteis in 
the town, but one day the scullion who 
brought him his dinner did not turn up 
to time, and so the prisoner walked up 
to the hotel and took fifgs meal there. 
After that he got into the habit of go- 
ing up to the hotel for his meals. Then, 
after a stroll Ga the front, he used to 
return to his prison and shut himself 
in, carefully bolting the door inside, 
But again the authorities found that 
he was costing them too,much, and so 
one day they called him up «and told 
him that they were sick of seeing him 
about the place and that he must clear 
out. Ile emphatically refused to do 
anything of the kind. “You sentenced 
me to penal servitude for life,”’ he ar- 
gzued, “and. I expect to work out my 
sentence. I have no means of earning 
a livelihood since you created all the 
bother, and its to you that I look for 
my sustenance.” 

To eut a long story short, the prin- 
cipality of Monaco was oblig 0 
settle an annuity of £24 a yeag_ap@m 
the convict before he would ~con t 
toraccept his freedom and leave the 
country. As soon as this was ar:

War Vessels of the United States That 
Have Disappeared. 
Curious disappearances and accidents | 





to our warships characterized the early 


history of our navy, and in spite of all 
the efforts of the navy department to

ports to the Labor Department show that 
hee amount of freight handled by the 


railway and other transportation cori
